Bepoi'ts of Flgrhting' at Seoul-Chinese 
and Japanese War Frepara- 

tions. 



Tho British Naval Sfjiiadroa Ordered 
to Remain iu ivorean 
Waters. 



LoNUGN, July 25, — In the Department of 
Foreign Afibira tlie absenoe of- information 
that hostilities have begnn in Korea is re. 

garden as Kround fur hope that, tho gravity 
of the report on the oollieious has buen ex- 
aggerated, The mombors of tho Chinese 
legation profcaa to believe that the reported 
onoounter between Japanese soldiers und 
the Korean gnarda waa merely an isolated 
street fight, not part of an important move- 
ment, Hoth the Japanese and Chinese min- 
iatera aflinn that their reticence is due to tho 
fact that they have received no advices, but 
it is Icnown that voinminoua oablegrams 
have been ooming to both throughout the 
day. 

I'he Shanghai press correspondent of tho 
Central News says ; " Numerous rumors of 
further fighting at Seoul are current hero, 
but none can be confirmed. The Koreans 
continue to menace the Japanese of the 
.Seoul garrison, IntelliKent native opin 
ion hero is that there will bo 
amioabie settlement in which 
the Europeans will have no abare. The 
Chinese araenala and armt faotoriea' are busy 

night uud day. The officers of the Chineas 
gun Liouta are tilling the vaoauuiea on the 
vesaela with seamen attracted by generous 

bountiea." 

There is a strong impreaeion at tho Jup- 
aneeo legation that lighting ia iu progreaa in 
Korea, although no notice to tliat cireol has 
been received. Tho oliiciala at the Chineae 
legation have heard nothing of the reported 
ainkingof a Chineae transport by a Ja])anoa3 
vessel. Thoy aay that tho information in- 
dicates an improved tituatiou, and tliey are 
hopeful that peace will be realoroJ, if it haa 
been formally broken. It ia undoretood 
that tho British (((Uadron in C'hineac watere 
has been ordered to defer its cruiao North- 
ward. 

The ('entral News says : " llrcat IJritain 
has informed China and Japan that in case 
they infringe on their interests ahe will take 
whatever steps she may deem necessary, but 
otherwise will not interfere." 

Important cahieprama wore sent this 
evening to Admiral Frcemantle, commander 
of H. M.S. squadron in Chineae waters, 

A later diepatoh from Shanghai says : "It 
is reported that 12,000 Chinese troops which 
sailed on July 20, with eight warahipa, have 
been landed at Korea. Tbia report, although 
unconfirmed, haa been received with satis- 
faction by the foreignera at Shanghai. If 
the faota be aa atated they aay the Japanese, 
who moat have known of the expedition's 
plan to land, refrained from an attack be- 
cause they had become more amenublo to 
the pacific oounaela of tho treaty powers. 

London, July -6 — The Japanese legation 
in this city has received a dispatch confirm- 
ing the news received by the way of Nagas- 
aki of tho a. tack of Ivorean troops upon the 
Japaaeso garrison at Seoul It also states 
that tho Korean troops at Seoul number 
li (Kill men, with several Galling guns. Tho 
attack was made at the instigation of Chi- 
nese, and the Koreans were defeated. 

An unconfirmed telegram says that a Jup 
anese cruiser and a Chinese transport have 
been engaged, and the cruiser sank the 
transport. 

The Kritish consul at Nagasaki has re- 
ceived a telegram from tho British charge 
d'affaires at Tokyo, atating that tho Japan- 
ese have undertaken to regard Shanghai as 
ootaide the sphere of oporationa. 

Bight Japanese and three Chineae men- 
of-war and 20,UUO troops are at Jensun. 
Trouble is imminent at that place. Cholera 
is increasing at a fearful rate. 

A dispatch from Chemulpo saya tho 
Korean government, instigated by Chinese 
ri Hideiits, lias withdrawn ita ])romiBea of 
reforms hitherto n.ado to Japjn. Tho 
guards at the imperial palace are aasuminga 
most hostile attitude towards Japuneao 
troops. A conflict is momentarily ex- 
pected. 

Wasiiinctun City, July 'J.'). — It can bo 
stated authoritatively that there is no 
foundation for the piibliahed report that 
.Secretary (Ireaham had apologiz-.'d to M 
'I'ateno, the , Japanese miniator, for utter- 
ances eonlaineii in il teligri.tn sent by tho 
^ecret'U■y of stati! to the Japanese govern- 
iiccnt iiirough Minister Dunn, at Xokyo. 
That dispatch, as hoB been stated heretofore, 
waa sent after having been suhmitted to 
Minister Tatono, and contained nothing of 
fensive to the .Japanese minister. 

Hostilitiea between China and Japan will 
reqniro an immediate reinforcenn nt of the 
United Slates naval foroea on tho China sta- 
tion. At present this jconaiafa of only two 
vesBols, the cruiser Haltimore and tho anti- 
quated Monocacy. They are both at Cho- 
mtdpo, Korea, and it would bo imposeiblo 
f ir them to properly cover the enormous ex- 
tent of aea-ooaat that muat be watched 
Otving to the demanda of the seal patrol 
service there la only one veaaet at present 
available for the China atation. That is tho 
Charleston, now at Mare Island. When t he 
close Boaaon in the seal watera expires it is 
yirobable that aomo of the veaaela of th.i 
patrol fleet can be spared and ordered to 
proceed to China, In this case the York 
ton, tho Concord and tho Petrel would Ixi 
chosen. 

W.AsniNcTdS, July 'J.") — The Japanese 
minister this afternoon had received no 
furtlier aiU'iees iu regard to the firing l)y 
Korean forces (instigated as was alleged by 
Chinese represenlativef) on the JupanoBo 
forces now encamped in .Seoul. An olliuiul 
of the legation said this aftor.inon concern- 
ing the reported landing of ',,(l(!ll Hc.aaian 
troops at Rensan, that it was extremely im- 
probable, because Huaeia would have no in- 
toreat in landing troops thi:re except to take 
part in some hostilities. In view of the fact 
that Russia has tendered her good otlicca to 
China and Japan for the eettlement of the 
jirouent difficulty, it docs not look from tliia 
< liieial point of view aa if Busaia would itt- 
tempi such an invaaion. He waa amu«ed ut 
tho report publiahed that the Korean king 
had been kidnapped by the Japanese, and 
said it waa ridiouloua for tho reason that 
Japan was not making war against Korea. 
He added ; " In tho event of war between 
Japan and China, tho portu in China 
and Korea where the United Slates 
and ICtiropcan powers havn received certain 
fonctseioo* by treaty, H'oiild unquretion- 



ably bo respected, and left outside of the 
limits of hostilities." He concluded by say- 
ing "Japan has made three distinct propo- 
aittona to China for tho settlement by arbi- 
tration of this matter. Wo have done 
everything poBsiblo that a self-respecting 
nation, consistent -with honor, cou.M do. 
Every proposition that has been made to 
China has been Ignored and it ia clearly ap. 
parent that China is urging on the Koreans." 

yANcoi'VKK, July 2S. — Japaneae Conani 
Shimizu in conversation yesterday aaid : 
"Japan, in sending men-of-war to Korea, 
did not contemplate any aalf-aggrandise- 
mont or anything further than tne proper 
protection of Japaneae intereats in that 
quarter which Ware injured by Korean 
maladminiatration and which Korea waa 
and is totally unable to protect even 
should she desire to do to." The prospect 
of an actual struggle he doea not think 
ia very likely, ainoe the great powers- 
England, France and the United States, are 
in favor of mediation, and would no doubt 
interfere in the event of any rupture. 
Rueeia cannot be depended upon, and prob- 
ably regards Korea with an evil eye. 
Should she, however, walk in upon her own 
account the other powers are certain to in- 
terfere, as any such course of action would 
greatly disturb their own interests. In any 
event Japan is by no means helpless. Her 
army is 60,000 strong, and she posaeaaea forty 
men-of-war in her navy. Her military 
methods are diatinctly Knropeun, being 
modelled on the French and Uermun sys- 
tcniB, whereas the Chinese, though cour- 
aeoouB and numerous, are somewhat behind 
the times. 

The last War Japun had with China was 
20 yearB ago, and arose from the brutal 
treutment of Jap.iiieHO subjecta in China. 
Tho Japanese (Jnvernment demanded com- 
pensation, which was refused, whereupon 
two tnen-ofwar Wcro dispatched to tho 
scene of tlio diaturbanoo and a Chinese 
island was occupied by Japanese soldiers. 
Tho Knglish Covernment then interfered 
and finally compensation to the tune of 500,- 
000 taols was obtained from the Chinese 
Government, Of course since that date the 
Chinese army and navy have made great 
progress, but the Japanese flatter thoniaelves 
that theirs have increased in a still greater 
proportion and they do not fear the issue of 
a conflict.

TOWNS BURNED UP. 



Three Forks and Watson Completely 
Wiped Ont by Forest 
Fires. 



No Loss of Life, Bat Many Exceed- 
ingly Narro'w 
Escapes. 

NnijioN, July 26, — (Special) — Reports 
from the Slocan country juat received state 
that the forest fires which have been raging 
for the past fortnight in that region were 
fanned to uncontrollable fury by the heavy 
gale yesterday at noon, and swept eastward 
from Now Denver, and the towns of Three 
Forks and Watson were completely de- 
stroyed, not a single building being left. 
The losses cannot yot be estimated but will 
reach into large figures. The Galena Trading 
Co. and Lemon's stores at Three Forks saved 
nothing, even tho books being destroyed. 
Crcorge V. Hughes, tho well known mine 
owner, loaea about S'JO.OdO, all his horses, 
stables, etc , being burned. Ab far as 
known from the meagre details received, 
there has been no loss of life, but there were 
many miraculous escapes. The inhabitants 
of Watson were saved by taking refuge in 
the tunnels.

DehB Iteleiised un Hull Talks of RcsiMiiIng 
Ills Atrltatlons Almost liiinietllatelv, 

CliiOA'Jo, July 25. — Measra. IJebs, How- 
ard, Keliher and Rogers of the American 
Railway Union, are at liberty under bail 
pending the hearing of the various charges 
agaicat them. 'Thoy were, this afternoon, 
re<juired to give $7,000 bonds each covering 
five new indictiiients in addition to the 
contempt cases brought by tho gov- 
ernment and tho .Santa Fo railroad. 
Tho hearing of tho contempt cases was con- 
tinued until Sept. 5, and it is thepurpoHp of 
the defendents to attempt to force a hearing 
on the indictments before tho contempt 
oases are again called. At this morning's 
seeaion of tlie circuit court, the judge en- 
tered a formal ruling denying the defend- 
ants' motion to quash. Ho held the union 
waH committing unlawful acts in interfering 
with intoratato commerce, and proposed to 
find out what connection the defendants had 
with it. Ttie case was postponed on account 
of the the illness of Government-Attorney 
Edward Walker. 

While court adjourned at II o'clock this 
morniogt it was 4 o'clock p.m. before honds 
were furnished Messrs. \V, Filzgcruld and 
W, Skakel. Two gentlemen who wore 
alruudy on the bond for defendants for 
$2,.')0() each eigncd the additional twenty- 
eight bonds, und the aggregate amount of 
their guarantee in $9,500 on eooh of tho four 
men, or S-'IS.dOO. On account of tho large 
nun.lier of lionda to bo furnished, Judge 
(Irt)Baciil) thiH morning redticeil tho bonds on 
contempt to $1,0(10 in each case. Tho de- 
tiMidanta left tho Federal building about 
o'clock and went back to tlui jail to 
gather their helonginga. Thoy all ticclare 
tliemaelves ready for work to-morrow night. 

A meeting of the board of dirti'tors is to 
bo held to morrow afternoon, wlicn I'real- 
di lit Delia will decide on hia furtlirr course. 
He iH deairona of going to his home in Indi- 
ana for a abort stay, and will probably leave 
for there tomorrow afternoon. He refuses 
to Say what ho intends to do until ho can 
look around and get hia bearings, after be- 
ing locked up for a week.

B&ITISB COLUUBU. MININQ. 

Charles Ramoa jla Weli^' Pleased .WlUi the 
Proapeots of This Fravlnce. 

This well'IcDowB miner of Cariboo, who 
haa been on the Faelfio Coaati elnee 1863, is 
at present In Seattle. In an interview with 
a reporter he said that mining operations on 
the Fraser river are especially active. 
Hydraulic mining is paying well. Iha Van 
Winkle mice at the mouth of the Lytton 
river a few days ago made a oIean>up of 
$1,500 after a two weeks' run. A new min- 
ing company ia working the hills back of the 
town of Lillooot, which will be remembered 
by all old minors on Fraaer river, and ia 
making tho dirt pay well. It is said that §1 
a yard is tho usual amount of gold found in 
it. The company ia preparing to bring in 
about 'J DUO iuchea of water by a ditch from 
liridgea river, and operate on an extensive 
scale. Tho river bars in front of Lillooot 
were worked as far back as the first gold 
cxaitoinoDt on the Fraaer. 

Mr. Ramos ia not however so sanguine of 
tho auccesa of tho various pumping and 
dredging machines on tho river. Tho auction 
pumps which it was thought would work a 
revolution on tho bars are not doing aa well 
aa expected. The small gravel on top ia 
taken up by tho auction pump all right, 
but aa Boon as the light top gravol ia re- 
moved the bara aro full of largo bouldora 
in which tho pump will not work. 
The aame objection ia madu to tho " clam- 
ahoU " drodge ; it will tako up largo 
atones and let tho small gravel containing 
tho gold eeoope. One of the auotion pumpa 
at one time made iflS in two houra for its 
owner and then broke down. Tho bars will 
pay about $1 a cubic yard, it is thought, if 
any method of working them is ever dia- 
ooverod. One genius has invented an attach- 
ment to a suction pump dredge which will 
work somothing on the plan of a potatoe 
digger. It is a pointed cage to be placed on 
the bottom of the suction pipe. The bars of 
the cage are suiBoiently close to exclude all 
large boulders, yet allow the small gold 
bearing gravol to paas into tho pump. This 
attachment may solve tho problem of work- 
ing the bars, 

A FOREieN EXAMPLE. 

British Aristocracy More Ucmocriitic Than the 
Amerlfan Demoeriu'y. 

(Ifrom tlio San Franciaco Chroniclo.) 

(Jccasionally an incident occurs which 
oniibles ua to roali/.e how oxtronies not 
only moot, hut o.xchango places. For in- 
stance the British ariatocracy ia tho type 
of patrician exclusivenesa, and the Aniori- 
can democracy ia the most conspicuous ox- 
onipliliciition of tho principle tlnit one 
man is i\3 good na another. l're.sidont 
Cleveland is tlie typical American domo- 
criit. Ho haa risen from the riiiiks, and 
in his first term, wliatever he may du 
now, ho uaed to tran.sact olhoial business 
in Ilia shirtaloovoa. And yet tho Liritiali 
aristocracy has proved itself in some re- 
spects more democratic than the repre- 
Bontative of tlio American democracy. 

They had a coftl strike in Enuland re- 
cently, which created as much cominotion 
in pro[)orty to tho size of the country as 
our railroad strike has created hero. All 
the industrioa of England are based upon 
coal, and an interruption in the fuel sup- 
ply is aa dlsaatroUB there as a suspension 
of transportation is in America. The 
loaaes by tho coal strike -wore probably 
at least aa great, not only relatively, hut 
absolutely, as those caused by tho present 
struggle in this country. The contest 
was long and bitter, both sides were 
stubborn, with true British niulialniess, 
and it seemed aa If tho national diaaater 
would roach immeasurable proportions. 

At this juncture Lord Rosebery inter- 
fered. Jlosobery, now Proniier, waa then 
Foreign .Secret.-iry, and ( iladbt<jne'8 polit- 
ical heir. While, of course, he waa a 
much smaller man than President Cleve- 
land, still, as we have already remarked, 
England is a small country, and iu his own 
pucldlo Roaebory ia considered quite aa 
important a frog as Cleveland is in ours. 
Tho course he adopted was one that would 
have made Mr. (Jlney'a respectable 
Maasachuaettaliair turn wiiite withhorror. 
Instead of planting himself immovable on 
the pnjpoHition that ti e only duty of a 
Government was to enforce the law, ho 
offered to mediate between tho contend- 
ing forces, lie invited the leaders of tho 
strikers to dine with him and meet tho 
renresuntatives of the employers. Ho 
tilled his guoats up with turtle soup, pate 
de foie gras and champagne, and then 
had them talk over the .'iituiition 
acroaa the table. When they began to 
discuaa tho matter in a friendly way they 
found that there was nothing much to 
lii,'ht ab(jut after all. Rosebery proposed 
that the emidoyera should yiidd certain 
jioints ; tliey agreeil, and the next mi,rn- 
iiicc tl'e great Knglish coal strike was over. 

We shall not .sm,'i;est the aaciilegioua 
coiicepti(jn of Debs and Pullman at dinner 
in the White llnuee. What might bo 
dune by a British Foreign .Secretary, hav- 
iri;^' intimate relatioiiH with theiioera'^e, the 
Uothacliilils and the royal family, wouM 
1)0 too democratic for an American Presi- 
dent. 

As an oll'sot of the numerous Ijad (|U,ili- 
tiea of an ariscocracy of birth is this good 
one— that its luriiiliers feel no uncertainty 
about their jmsiiions. Tliey are not con- 
strained to be continually teaching Eome- 
Ijody cLie Ilia place by (U.-monati atiiiL,' t liat 
tliey .'U'e entitled to their own. Within 
its circle a Kurope;ni aristocracy is a dem- 
ocracy of the purest type. In its rela- 
tions with other circles of society it is 
characterized by an unaffected case and 
cjntideneo which make supercilious solf- 
aasertiun entirely imiieccpsary. The born 
[lal^riciau is not haunted by the fear that 
a ilisiilay of friendliness or consideration 
for an outsider will cause some Ward 
McAllister to regard him as an outsider 
himself. 

An aristocracy of birth ia an absurd 
anachronism, but with all its absurdity it 
in less odious and more consistent with 
the true democratic spirit than the aristo- 
cracy of wealth or ollieial jiosition which 
its imitators in this country would like to 
aubatituto for it.

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WELLMAN'S EXPEDITION. 



Grave Fears for tbe Safety of au 
Important Body of Arctic 
Explorers- 



General Belief That Tlioir Vessel Has 
Been CruBhed in 
the Ice. 

London, July 2,''). — The yacht Saide, of 
I he royttl yaoht Eiiuodron, touoh at Dane's 
island, od the nonhweet ooaat of Spitzber- 
fien, July 0. The yaohumen found on the 
ialand I'rof. Oytn, the geologist, who was 
left thoro by the American polar expedition 
under Walter Wellman to await their re- 
turn and to guard the depot established on 
the island. Nothing hud been heard of the 
expedition since the steamer, the 
Ragnvald Jirl, left Dane's island. 
The Saldo started on a search for 
her, but found all the rnutes blocked by 
ice. The yacht met an rxperioncod walrus 
nunter, Capt. Johneson, coming from the 
northwest. It was hia opinion that the 
Ragnvald .larl had been besot by ioo and 
crushed. Other hunters were met, but none 
of them hud seen the steamer east of Verle- 
gen hook. The Saido left some supplies 
with Prof. Oyen. He, it is said, declined to 
return with the yaoht, as he was pledged to 
Ml'. Wellman to guard the dopoc until the 
Ragnvald Jurl's roluru. Ho hud for com- 
pany only one dog. Ho foarod that the tiip- 
plies would be inadequate for the expedi- 
tion on its return. There waa only enough 
meat and floor for eight men for six 
months. 

Capt. Johneson intends to starch for the 
Wellman expedition northwest from Spitz- 
bergen when the ice permits. In any case 
he will bring Prof. Oyon back. Mr. Fiolden, 
owner of the yacht, said he had rccuived 
oewa of Prof. Oyen'e distress on Dane's is- 
land, from Capt. Jobnesen of the sloop 
Anna. Fielden ordered the Saide to Dane's 
ialand, where Oyen wae foond almost dead. 
Upon the table was found a letter containing 
bitter reprbaohee against Wellman, who ao- 
cording to Oyen, promised that he should 
stay with htm; bat it appears that at tbe 
last moment Wellman decided that a man 
oonid not be spared. In spite of bis suffer- 
ings, and thoQgh deatli was hovering over . 
him, the professor refused to be taken from 
Dino's island. The Saide left a quantity of 
provisions and medicines. 

Aictic skippers report that the flow of 
pack ico and its density this summer would 
prove irresistible to any voseel, however 
utrong. Tht'y believe that the Ragnvald 
•]arl has been crushed in the ico, and ( x- 
preaa the belief that there is a retnoto 
chance that the menibera of the Wellman 
expedition have been saved by maDBging to 
get upon an icp fije, in which case they be- 
lieve that the explorera aru in a most 
dangerous position. Should the forebodings 
of Arctic skippers bo true, that the Ragn- 
vald Jarl was crushed without warning, it is 
probable that the members of the expedition 
were unable (o take any large quantity of 
supplies with them upon the ioo lloe, even 
supposing that they succeeded in escap- 
ing thereto. When questioned regard- 
ing tho effectiveness of the aluminum 
boats in enoh an emergency, tho Arctic cap- 
tains expressed the belief that they would 
be of no use in suoh pack ico. The last 
heard from the expedition it was at Dane's 
island, off the northwest coast of Spitzber- 
gen, whore Prof. Oyen remained alone with 
a dog to euard the provision depot estab- 
lished there. 

ClucAGO, July 25 — James W. Scott, pub- 
lisher of the Chicago Herald, says : "Tho 
fact that there was so muoh floe ice this 
year led Mr. Wellman to believe that his 
vessel, tbe Ragnvald Jarl, could get farther 
north than any ship had ever reached be- 
fore. Tbe information was corroborated by 
a great majority of the navirators'whom he 
saw jnst before he left; Reports that oome 
aboni tbe loss of tbe expedition arose 
from the foot that fishing and other 
'Vessels have not seen the Rsguvaid 
Jarl, which they would have done in 
ordinary seasons. Priva'-.e cablegrams to 
the Herald from Tromeoe say that, even if 
the vessel is lost, there is no reason for 
anxiety for tho crew, which is undoubtedly 
on the ice somewhere, making its way to- 
ward tho pole. When Mr. \\'ellman loft 
Tromeoe it was with tho understanding that 
the veaeol should come back and brirg re- 
ports of the expedition up to the time [hat 
he could send messengers buck from tho in- 
terior, and undoubtedly the vesBcl is waiting 
at some point for such coinmunicatioa. }{o 
arranged that the voHsel should return some 
time between July If) and Auguat 1, but pot- 
eibly later. It was to return to Norwuy to 
coal up and prepare for the return to bring 
Mr. Wellman back, which would r(<|uire it 
to leive abont August 15, oonseqaently 
thero is no cause for alarm until after that 
date. " 



CHICAGO MARKETS. 

Absolute JndtfTerence on tbe Part of Many 
Operators Noted. 

Chicaoq, Ills., July 25 —Wheat did not 
record any smashing nur was there what 
might be called an active trade. There was 
absolnte indifference on the part of many 
operators and a rather steady tone to prices 
during most of tho day. 'J'herc wero lem' 
porary weak spots and occasional rallies and 
the close was only ic. under yesterday. 
Ouo of tho depressing factors of tho market 
lor the p'lst two days has been tho loading 
of several cargoes of wheat at Toledo for 
shipment to Chicago upon tho cry that tho 
premium at this point will permit 
of more advantageous sales than else- 
where. No reference is made to tho 
possibility of tho wheat not grading. 
Whether tho operation is intended as gal- 
lery play or has been undertaken in good 
faith is for the future to defermine. The 
highest quotatioDB wore established around 
the openiog to-day and at the close almost 
the bottom, tbe final weakness being com- 
municated by corn. The cables wero of a 
better tone, Liverpool being firm, Antwctp 
nnobanged, with Berlin and Paris higher. 
September wheat nponod at fj.ljc and sold 
betwiei S^'ja md 53o, oloslrg at SHJc Ci-ah 
wheat was atoudy.

UEAT WAS. 

Keen Cumpetltlon Between the Wholcsalo 
Bntchvrs of Tacoma and Seattle. 

Taco.ma, July 25.— Another moat war is 
brewing between Seattle and Tacoma whole- 
sale buiohers. A few months ago it was 
understood that a meat monopoly had been 
arranged for, and the advance in the price 
of steaks which occurred about that time 
seemed to justify tho impression. Tho sec- 
rotary of tho I'acifio Meat Company says, 
however : 

" Last season meat was sold olioapor than 
ever before, and it now looks as if the low 
prices would prevail again. Fry & Bruhn, 
of Seattle, camo in here last season and 
opened up shops right and left and out 
prices. Moat sold for almost nothing. 
Later they closed most of tho shops — all, in 
fact, except ono — and now thoy are 
opening up another largo shop 
hero. This competition seems to bo 
the result of a falling off in business. Tbroo 
years ago about 120 cattle were slaughtered 
daily for thetrado on tho Sound aa far north 
as Port Townsend and BoUingham Bay. 
Now, however, 60 cattle per day, all told, 
supplies tbe demand. A large number of 
people have moved away, of oonrse, and 
many who are here do not eat as much meat 
as they used te. Some of the small whole- 
sale and retail dealers believe, evidently, 
that this falling off in trade is diie to some 
scheme which the large wholesalers are 
working to catch the trade. As a result, 
new shops are opened in the vain hope of 
getting lost business. There is money in 
tho wholesrle business if the trade can ba 
controlled. At present, however, wo are 
selling the best kind of beef at wholesale, 
dressed, for from 4 to 6 cents per pound. 
Wo pay from 2 to 3 cents for cattle, live 
weight. , 

MASTEK WORKMAN SOVEREIGN. 

niB Views as to the KstabllBbment of Militia 
Companiea. 

Omaha, July 25. — The session of the ex- 
ecutive board of the Knights of Labor yes- 
terday was devoted to tho situation in Ne- 
braska, State Master Workman 1). AUe- 
mand was called in consultation, and after 
hearing his statements it waa resolved to 
lend the influence of the order in the pend- 
ing campaign to tho Populists. It waa de- 
cided to send organizers over tho state in 
conjunction with tho Populist state commit- 
tee to thoroughly orgaoizo tho wage- 
workers. 

General Master Workman Sovereign was 
asked regarding his intontiona in tho matter 
of militia companies, and he said : 

" Heretofore, the advico to workingnien 
has been to keep out of tho militia. It 
should bo changed. Every workingnian 
should join tho militia, thus getting tho 
arms and discipline necessary to defend tho 
country and the people from the anarchiata, 
railroad managers, trusts, attorneys and the 
murderous deputies and Pinkertons whom 
thoy employ. I hove boon a member of the 
State militia for three years myself, and 
know that the Knights if Labor are the 
best militiamen In the country. I am also 
in favor of capturing the whole system of 
government and operating the same in the 
interests of the people." 

AFFAIRS AT ROSLVN. 

Precautionary Ueasnres Taken by the Authori- 
ties-Negotiations Between tiie 
Parties Ended. 

Ei.LENsiu ui;, July 25, — Twenty tivo men 
from the two companies of regular troops 
camped here went to Roslyn yesterday 
afternoon. Little is known regarding the 
move, but it is supposed to bo in connection 
with the refusal of the miners thero to go to 
work, and tbe determination of tho coal 
company to bring men from I'ittaburg, 
Tenn., to take their places. 

RosLvy, July 25. — The United Mine 
Workers of Roslyn held a meeting to listen 
to the report of the state organizer, who had 
just returned from the Weat side camps. 
Organizer Norton, tho Populist orator, re- 
ported that he had mado good pro- 
gress, but his work was in some 
measure handicapped by the failure 
of the railroad strike. He all but 
advised the men here to go to work, but bis 
expressions fell upon many unwilling ears, 
and the men decided by ballot to continue to 
hold out for the 10 per cent, compromise. 
Several of the leading miners are enspicious 
of Norton, and are slow to tako his advice, 
us they think the membora of the local man- 
agement c f the company can influence him. 
Ho has political aspiratinna, also, and miiny 
think that Norton is detirous of settling th'i 
diliiculty in a woy to further hia peraonal 
ends. Tho local union directed him to re 
turn to the|We8t tide and proceed uith t' e 
work of org iniz ition. and no left this after- 
noon. It IS generally understood that all 
negotiations between the company and tbe 
men are at an end.

RIVAL PROTECTORS. 

It aeema pretty clear that there is to bo a 
war between (^hina and .Japan. Indeed, 
there is boqio reason to believe that hostil- 
ities have already broken out. The rela- 
tions between the two coiintrieB have been 
for some time strainod. Japon eeems to 
liive been tho aggresHor. She has been 
threatening and provokinc; her big neighbor 
ifi many ways, and her presa — for Jupan has 
a press— has l>°en girding at China in the 
true jingo style. 

The bone of coittention Is Korea. That 
pmintuia ia properly part of the Chineae 
1-^iipire. Its geographical position and 
iia traditions make its connec- 
tion with Chiua neci'saarily cloaor 
than with any other country. lio- 
sidea it has always been cousidered a kind 
of Chinese dependency. The Kmperor of 
China ia acknowledged by tho Koreans aa 
tlieir Suzarain. Bat the country haa enjoy- 
ed a sort of aemi-indepondenco and hia a 
King and government of ita own. 

There are on tne peninsula Japanese sot- 
tlemen's and when there ia disorder in 
Korea the Japanese inhabitants of the coun- 
try are in danger. This condition of things 
gives the Japanese an ezouae lor tending 
troopa to Korea every now and then, and 
after one of the disturbancoa which took 
place not long ago the King of Korea enter- 
ad into treaty arrangementa with the gov- 
ernment of Japan, and ever aince that gov- 
ernment has seen fit to ignore the aovereign- 
ty of China in Korea. 

China, on the other hand, has never 
ceased to exfirciae sovereign rii^hts in what 
haa been ciUed the Hermit Ivingdoni and its 
inhabitants havo always looked in timea ot 
danger to China for protection. It ia easy 
to understand that the Chinese Government 
resents the claim of Japan to send troopa 
into Korea as often as aho considera her in- 
terests in that kingdom indantrer, and tho 
King of Korea does not aeem particularly 
grateful to the JapaoesB for aid and pro- 
tection. 

There was an insurreotion not very long 
ago in Korea. The Togaku-lo rose againet 

the Korean Government and committed 
some outrages. It ia maintained that tho 
operationa of tho rebola wore directed solely 
against the Koveriiuieiit miii ita tyrannic-il 
and extortionate oUioiala, and that straugera 
in the country were in no danger whatever. 
The Government of Japan evidently 
did not believe this and sent 
troopa into the country to protect ita Jap- 
anese inhabitants. The Chinese Govorn- 
mont also sent troops into Korea, and theao 
troops, it appears, did not regard the Jap- 
anese intruders with a friendly eye. Thnre 
haa not been, as far as we can learn, as yet 
a collision between the troopa of the two 
nationa. The insurrection has been quelled, 
and the Japanese Government haa nowno ex- 
cuse for keeping ita soldiers in the country, 
liut they are kept there, novortholoea. It 
poesibly was to hasten their departure that 
they were attacked by the Koreans the 
other day. The Koreans, as the telegram 
informs us, were repulsed and the Japanese 
troops are Btill in tho country, and It is 
clearly their intention to remain there in 
spite of both tho Koreans and tho Chineao. 

We see by the Japan Daily Herald of tlie 
30th ult., that the idea of war with China 
Is popular in Japan. It says : 

Much of the writing in tho Japanese 
aewspapera on this subject ia most lu- ^ 



fl'kmmatory ; war with China ia openly and 
strongly recommended, and it is to bo re- 
marked that for this lino of conduct no 
newspaper has been suspended ; it is, there- 
fore, just to conclude tiiat it meets with the 
secret opproval of tho Governmont. Theao 
truculent journals call upon tho Government 
to wipe away tho stain upon the national 
honor of the events of 1881 They advise 
that Japanese troopa bo permanently kept 
in Korea. Even the moro sober politicians 
of fhe metropolia urge tho takir.g of decisive 
measures for the recovery of the Empire's 
prestige. Ono newspaper makes tlio modoat 
suggestion that tho telegraphs of Korea bo 
placed undor the control of Japan. . . . 
The loan of the sum of 2,000,000 yen to 
enable the Nippon Yusen Ivaislu to buy 
more ships which are capable of being used 
as tranaporta for troops, atlords an indica- 
tion that it ia evident that the business with 
Korea ia regarded aa likely to bo both 
formidable and prolonged, or in other words 
that a war with China is serioualy con- 
templated by Japan. 

There can hardly be a doubt if Japan 
goca to war witli China and tho two coun- 
tries are loft to light it out without inter- 
ference that tho small nation will bo crushed 
by the big one. The Japanese may bo bravo 
enough but their country haa neither the 
lueu nor the wealth to enter into a long 
struggle ainglo-handed with the immeuae 
Kmpire of China. Even if Japan were vie- 
torioua in one or two campaigns China 
would hardly feel tho defeat and would bo 
again in tho iield with new armies powerful 
enough to crush its victorious but exhausted 
cnomy. But it ia by no meana certain that 
tho Japanese would bo victorious. 

lioth tho Chinese and tho Japanese have 
a neighbor, vigilant, powerful and sagacioua, 
who, when ho found thu time propitious, 
might interfere to take from the conqueror 
tliQ fruits of viotoiy.. Korea is near the 
C/.ir's dominions and it would if it were in 
hia poaacaaion give him what he greatly 
needs, an unobatructed gateway to the aea 



AiV UNFULFILLED CONTRACT. 

The Chignecto Ship Railway is intended 
to convey ships across tho isthmus wliicli 
oonnects the peninsula of Nova Scotia with 
the Province of New Brunswick. Tho 
Dominion Parliament voted a aubaidy of 
§170,000 a year to a company that should 
build the ship railway — tho payment to be- 
gin ono year after it was in successful oper- 
ation and to cease whenever it failed to do 
its work. Relying on this subsidy and on 
the repreaentationa of the promoters of the 
project, a company waa formed to build the 
road. The chief contractors were Meaara. 
Meiga. After they had expended aomo 
three millions on tho road they, 
owing to tho troubles iu Argentina, 
failed, and the oonstruction of the ship rail- 
way came to a fuil stop. It will, it is said, 
take $l,.'iOO,000 to complete the road. This 
sum haa been subscribed. But the time 
allowed tho oonipany by the Act of Parlia- 
ment to complete the ship railway has ex- 
pired. Tho company aay they are ready to 
tinish the road and they ask the Govern- 
ment to re-enact the law granting them the 
aubaidy of $170, 0(K) a year after it ia com- 
pleted and is in ruiming order. There is 
strong opposition to the renewal of the 
grant, principally, we believe, because the 
objectors are couvinced that the road ia not 
needed and that it will be of little or 
no use when it ia built. The ques- 
tion ia aeked, Is the Government justified in 
refusing to renew tho subsidy after men, on 
the faith ot its promiae, have invested a 
large sum of money in tho road which will 
bo altogether tnrown away if it ia not coiti- 
pleted ''. It waa never pretended that the 
ship railway would pay aa a private enter- 
prise. We have not heard that the Govern- 
ment have arrived at any aonolnsion in the 
matter. It ia suppoaed by a good many 
that the road, so far, has been built by Gov- 
ernment money. Thia is not the case. The 
Governmont havo not spent a dollar on the 
road, and consequently nill loae nothing if 
the work ia abandoned. 



people tariff reform. It was on the atronglh 
of that proiniao that ho was elected, and it 
ia but natural that ho ahould bo moat aolic- 
ituus, as head of tho Democratic party, that 
its members, now that they are in power, 
should fulfil the promises they had made in 
order to attain power. Is it not natural that 
Mr. Cleveland ahould, while tho tarilVbill waa 
pendinr/ and whan it waa evident that many 
pronu f.^; members of tlie Democratic party 
had forgotttn thoir pro-election promiaes, urge 
upon the gentleman who had charge of tho 
tariff bill in the Houae of Repreaontativea 
the necessity of keeping the Democratic 
p^rty true to tho principleo of tho preei- 
dontial elci'tion platform. Tho letter, it 
will bo observed, waa not ttddreaaed to 
Congroaa, it waa not addrossod even to the 
Democratic party, it waa a peraonal letter to 
Mr. Wilson. That gentleman considered 
that it should lio made public, that it ahould 
bucoiD'J In effect a party nianifeato. And ho 
no doubt obtained the oonaent of the Presi- 
dent to make it public. VVe hardly think 
that tho action of Mr. Cleveland can be 
shown to be unoonstitutional, and wo are 
very euro that it redounds to his credit aa 
an honeat man and as tho head of a politi- 
cal party. If a Hritiah Prime Mini- 
ster who had by illness been pro 
vented from taking his place in Par- 
liumonl, had under similar oiroumstancBs 
written such a letter to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer or any other prominent member 
of his party, no ono would for a moment 
imsginothat ho had done anything but what 
it waa hia duty to do as tho man v/ho had, 
60 to epeak, tho honor of tho party to which 
ho belonged iu his keeping. 

The question which the indignant Sena- 
tors have raised is to political students an 
exceedingly iutertating one, aa it bringa into 
prominence ore of tho main points of diU'er- 
once between a British Sovereign and a 
President of the United States. 



A WIDE DlFFBRaHOB. 

Some of the United States Senatora pro- 
fess to believe that Mr. Cleveland's letter to 
.Mr. Wilson ia an unconstitutional and an 
inexcusable interference by the executive 
with the rights and privileges nf the aenato, 
and there are nowepapera which say that no 
sovereign of Great Britain dare dictate t) 
Parliament aa Preaident Cleveland has die 
tatcd to Congress. This sounds plausible, 
but it must be remembered that a sovereign 
of Great Britain and a Preaident of tho 
United .Statea occupy very (iili'crent poti- 
tiona. 'i'lie oecupaiit of the Hriiiah throne, 
to begin with, l)elongs to no party. Tlie Sov 
ereign is above party. He or abe takes 
no part whatever in election contests, and 
accepts, almost without iiuestion, such ad- 
visers as are indicated by tho majority of 
the representatives of tho people. It ia the 
advisers of the Sovereign who are respoi aible 
to Parliament and the nation. The Sove 
reign can do no wrong. 

Tho President, on the other hand, ia tho 
head of a party. He ia placed in power by 
a party and ho is bound to administer tho 
uff.iira of the Republic according to the 
pledgee which he, aa tho liead of a parly, 
has made. He ohooaea his own udvisora 
and he is responaible to the people for the 
way in which he uses the authority which 
they placed in hia handa. His position, in 
our opinion, rosemblos far more nearly that 
of a British Prime Miniater than it doea 
that of a liritiah Sovereign. The I'rime 
Minister represents a party. Uo makes 
promises or outlines a policy in the name of 
u party, and he ia rosponaibld to Parliament 
and the nation for the way in which those 
promises are fulfilled or that policy carried 
out. 

It is evident to anyone who reads Mr. 
Cleveland's letter to Mr. Wilson that ho 
writca in hia character of head of the Demo- 
cratla party and not aa the head 
of the Exaoutive. It ia about the 
integrity of that party be is con- 
cerned, The Demooratio party, previoua 
to tho eloctioii in which ho waa choaon Prea- 
ident of the United Statea, promiaed the

A guard of honor from tho Battalion of 
Garriaon Artillery turned out last evening 
to welcome home their popular commanding 

ofUcer, Lieut. -Col. Prior, M.P., after his 
ubaenco of six months attending llio eoaaion 
of the House of Commona ut Ottawa. The 
parade waa in command of Major Quinlan, 
with Lieut. Jameson acting aa Adjutant, 
and there waa a full attendance of the other 
oflicera, while Sergeant-Major Muloahy mue- 
torod nearly a hundred non-oommieaioued 
oflicers and gunnera. 'I ho b;ind of courae 
was present, under Bandmaster Finn. The 
Artillery left tho drill hall aa the .steamer 
from tlio Mainland neared the entrance to 
the harbor, and caino to a halt at tho wharf 
juataa tho v/hiatlo of tho Charmer aignalled 
the approach to tho dock. Tho familiar figure 
of the Colonel was descried on tho upper 
deck, and beaido him atood hia colleague, 
Thomas Eirle, M.P. 'I'ho band atruck up 
•' Home, Sweet Homo," and tho crowd of 
spectators on the wharf gave a welcoming 
cheer to their parliamontory repreaontativea. 
Col. Prior having landed, the guard shoul- 
dered arma by way of salute, and after ho 
had exchanged a few words with Major 
l>uinlan and other otlioera he drove to the 
drill hall, accompanied by Mr. Karle, and 
followed by tho Artillery, the band playing 
tho liveliest aira. At the drill hall Col. 
Prior made a abort speech to the men, 
thanking them for the honor they had done 
him and hia colleague by turning out to 
moot them at the wharf, and exproasing 
his appreciation of the feeling of 
goodwill which had prompted them 
to do BO. He spoke fn flattering terms of 
tho appearance and drill of his battalion oa 
comp'irod with the crack corpa of tho Eist 
which he had recently seen, and stated that 
ainco so much of tho Hucceaa of the battalion 
ia duo to having their fine new drill hall 
they would no doubt be pleased to hear that 
ho and Mr. K-Arle hud aocured an appropri- 
tion of S'j.OOU to put the tiniahing touchoo to 
it. They had not forgotten the general iu- 
teroats of Victoria eitluir, and he waa happy 
to eay in thia connection that they had 
brought the plans for the new poet office 
and custom house with them ao that an 
early commencement of thia work might 
bo looked for. Thia announcement waa re- 
caived with great applauao from tho crowd 
of spootatora in tho galleriea and Col. 
Prior after Bg»in thanking the battalion for 
having paraded, asked Mr. Karlo to favor 
them with an addreea. 

Mr. E»rle in reaponoo said he :ould tell 
the battalion that they owed a great deal to 
Col. Prior for his efforts to secure for them 
tho fine hall In which they were aaaombled, 
and for the completion of which with fittings 
yet required, a further appropriation had 
been sooored. He complimented the band 
upon the fine music which they had rendered 
at the wharf, and he quite agreed with the 
muaiciana that " there is no place like 
home."

Report of the Committee -More Fuuds 
Kequired to Meet Oases of 
Dlatress. 



Impossible to Estimate Actual Neetls, 
Bat Tliey Will Last for 
Some Time. 

The foUowiog report dated WeatmliMter, 
July 21, baa jnati been iraued by the Fraser 
Vftlley Belief Committee : 

In purauanoe of tlie aathority oonferrod 
upon this committBo at tho general mooting 
of the mayora and boards of trade ropresont- 
iac; the oitiea, and the reevoB and others 
irom the flooded diatriots, held at New 
Weatminater on 12th June laat, tho 
committos procoedod at once to as- 
certain UB far us possiblo tho noods 
of tho sufferora by tho recent flood, 
the plan adopted being to receive applica- 
tions for relief only through the reevea or 
roaidont clijrgymen repreaeating the varioua 
municip^liiics, and aotini; on their reoom- 
niondatirns. 

The inquiries thua made have discovered 
that roliei baa been very generally rc(iulred. 
tnd tho cominitteo has already rolicvtd 
Bome 117 ciaes, and further appHca'ions 
continue to come in. The relief so far has 
been merely temporary, tuking the form of 
proviaiona to supply immediate want and 
some aeed for Bowing thia soaaon. The 
(|ue8tion of fencing haa yet to be tukcn 
up, for in nearly uU caaea tlie 
loija of fencing luia been very great, 
Already applicationa have been received for 
leaoing material to tho value of .SS.OOO, 
baaed on a thrso-wiro or three-board fence 
at the option of tho applicant. Practically 
no fencing has yot been diatributed, but tho 
committee hau already incurred responsibil- 
ity in thia directinn by thu purchase of wire 
now in triiiiait to Now Woatminator. 

Tho relief given out by tho committeo up 
tD the present date limounts to about $'J,1()(), 
and funds to enablu the coniuiitteo to meet 
this expenditure are immediately required. 
The loss to tho aulVarers generally has 
no doubt been extremely heavy, and the 
committee fully recognizes tho fact that it 
cannot attempt to approximate that loaa with 
any nieana of relief that may ba av.iilable. 
Its operations, therefore, have eo far been 
limited to caaea of actual and pressing need, 
and it haa not afforded and doea not propoae 
to afford help to any pcraon whoae finanoiiil 
circumataocea are fairly good. 

The committee ia not able at present to 
make any estimate of the ultimate earn that 
will be I e(iuired to meet oaaes of diatreaa ba- 
t\«ccn tho present date and the coming 
spring; but, while it ia not diapoaed to ex- 
aggerate the eituatioD, there can bo no 
doubt that the condition of many of the euf- 
ferers, qb reported by those in authority, ia 
(ush that aaaiatanco will bo urgently needed 
for many niontha to come, and a coneider- 
able sum in addition to that obovc men- 
tioned will be re(|uirod for relief. 

The committee, therefore, deems it neces- 
sary to urge upon all those in a poaition to 
give or nrocure funds for this purpoae to uae 
every effort to do so without delay.

Adama v. McBeath : This was an appeal 
from the judgment of the Hon. Mr. Juatice 
Crease, pronounced on the 'JOth May, 189.'!, 
in which it was declared that the will of 
.Samuel Adams, made on tho 11th Novem- 
b T, 1S91, in favor of tho defendant 
MoBeath, had been obtained by the de- 
fendant by reason of undue influence, and 
directing that tho probate of the will should 
be est aside. 

The trial was a very lengthy one, the 
miterial facia of which were publiahed |ln 
these colunana aa tho ciao progressed, as 
wpl} as the learned judijc's exhaustive judg- 
niont, tho eifsot of which has been shortly 
{{»Ced above. 

Toe grottnda on which tho appeal ia based 
are, as aet oat in the notice of appeal : that 
in order to support the judgment setting 
aside the will on the ground oi undue influ- 
ence, it must be proved that the said will 
was executed under the influence of coercion 
euoh aa to deprive the teatator of the free 
exercise of his own judgment in respect to 
the disfT'ition of his property, or that tiie 
said will had been obtained from the lea- 
ti.tor by fraud of tho defendant. That tl!» 
facts and circumotanaca disoloaed in evi- 
dence did not est ablish Biich a case as against 
tl-.e defendant ; but, on the cortrary, it was 
proved that the inatructiona tor tho will 
originated with and were given by tho tea- 
tutor peraonally ; that tho will was drawn 
according to hia in'^tructione ; that he knew 
and approved of tho contentd of tho will 1)0- 
fore and after its exfcution ; that ho exe- 
cuted it voluntarily, and without any im- 
proper itlluence being brought to bear upon 
him by tho defendant or anyone acting on 
the defendant's behalf ; and, finally, that 
tho judgn]ent ia against tho weight of evi- 
d'-nce. 

The appeal was rriginally sot down for 
hearing on the lOtb July, 1893, but, owing 
to one oiicnmstanoe and another, was ad- 
journed irom time to time till at length an 
entire year was consumed before the caee 
reached the court of appeal. lion. Theodore 
Davie, Q.C., with Mr. Walla, appears for 
the plaintiff, rcspondonb, Adam*, and Mr. 
Erneat V. Bodwell, with Mr. H. G. Hall, 
for the defendant, appellant. Mr. Bodwell 
yesterday oommencod argument, and it is 
more than likely that the oaae will go into 
at least two or three daya.

Supper to the Collegiate Athletes— 
U. S. Ambassador Bayard's Fell- 
cltoua Uemarks. 



Sir Richard Webster's Tribute to the 
Pluck of the Defeated 
Chaiupioiis. 

On llio 17th inaUiit the United Stiitts 
reaidcuto in London gave a Buppor in the 
Criterion restaurant in honor of the Vale 
athletes, a diBtinguiahed oompany being pre- 
Bent. Hon. Thomas F. Bayard the U. S. 
AmbuHHudor acted as chairman, and in his 
oponint'; romurks fluid : 

" I ii ntloinon, Frionde, and Fellow-Coun- 
tryincn : We are ail frienda. Although we 
are not. now all fellow-countrymen, we were 
once. I Bball never forget this ocoaBlon. If 
I did not think it a serloua play upon words, 
I woald givo expression to the distortion — 
' Vale fellows well met.' (Laughter.) Ev- 
ery American and every Boglishman in 
sympathy with America cannot oontomplate 
without interest the coming across the At- 
lantic of a handful of the average American 
youth to try a hond in the old country with 
the vigor and skill of the new country. 
There ia only one toast to-night and one re- 
ply. My young frionda sitting on the right, 
the aimplcat mode ia the best when men 
come Bimple niinded to test their beat 
aguinet the beat of England. It was not a 
barren victory that struck the shield of the 
strongeHt that went into tholiata against the 
strongoKt to win or to loao in the friendly 
contest on Monday. Honora were cusy, 
but victory was not. Whoever won won by 
(lUiUitiofl that ought to win. One f>ict in 
tlio heart and mind of every man proaent 
was ' fair tield and no favor,' If humanity 
haa any duty it is to hold the aciles of jus- 
tice even and not permit fashion and pre- 
judice to hear down either side. The teat 
of man and the teat of government is to see 
that a oonleat between man and man be at- 
tended with fair play. 

" If 1 know anything of America and 
EngUnd, the ultimate end which the Queen 
or the President, the Lords, Senate or Com- 
mons, represent la that we have fair play 
for the individual. The spirit of yesterday's 
manly endeavor is the same in principle that 
ought to prevail in politics in every depart- 
ment — that every man have his plbco faiily. 
If the luborer ahall have the right to sell his 
labor at his own price, ao wo lind that in 
the athletics of body and mind the rights 
of the individual man must ho admiued. 
You name the judijes of the contest ; we 
bow to the decision, knowing that where 
you find such judges modern civilization 
must find in them tho conscience of the 
nation." 

Turning towards the Yale men, Mr. Bay- 
ard continued : " I read the hopes of tho 
future in these hearts. It is this that makes 
me satisfied to wait in a sometimeB aloudod 
present — hope for a better future. I am 
sure that you and your fellow oonntrynien 
w*ho came in your honor, and in the honor 
of our country, have felt the warm breath of 
the welcome of kinmanshlp. You came 
from America with hope ; you will not leave 
England with despair. You came to oppose 
the best athletes that England could pro- 
duce ; you go home with a resolve to come 
again in greater force and with greater sue- 
cesB.' 

Mr. f;ayard then proposed the toast to the 
Vale team, making special mention of Capt. 
Hickok. Songa by Decallu (vnd Mmo. Da- 
(|umar, of New York, followed. Amid 
loueinp cries and cheers for Hickok, tho 
Vale Ca]'.'ain roao and spoke modestly as 
followf : 

" I do not know what to say. It is not 
much anyway. Tho team came over to see 
what thoy could do with their English 
cousins. The left Now York, had a good 
voyage, trained at Oxford, the games came 
otV on Monday, and, contrary to expecta- 
tion, we lost. We hope that the outcome 
will be better next time. I do not think 
the weather had much to do with it, in spite 
of the excuses of our friends. Oxford won 
fairly and iquaroly. I do not know what 
was the matter with our runners. Certainly 
they were not so fast as Oxford's. I hope 
for another trial. I hope that Oxford will 
vtcit America, when we shall give them as 
good a reception as they gave us. I guess 
that's all." 

As Captain Hickok sat down the company 
gave the Yale yell. 

CodsqI General Collins reminded the team 
that they would have had better weather 
last year. He was intermpted by loud 
ories for Sir Richard Webster, who msde a 
brief speech. He enlogizsd Mr. Bayard 
and begged to drink to the health of the 
distincnished man representing America. 

" I mast say," he oontlnned, "that I 
warmly appreciate tho visit of our American 
frieudfi. ] would not have oared one bit if 
tney hud won, aa a reward for their pluck. 
I arimiri! tho pjr.iml way in which they took 
their li-feata. I want to loll Vale friciidd a 
leaaon I was taught many yeara ago — never 
know \( hethcr a race ia lost until it ia over. 
Ir ib tne same in every conttat in life. 
Many a cricket match haa been won ut the 
last wicket. I hope that thcao cnnteatH will 
continue and that our beat youlha will go 
acroae the /\tlautic." 

Sir Richard ended by toasting the health 
of Mr, Hayard, " A citizen of thu great K«- 
public and a worthy aucceasor of iilualriuus 
predt_eBBore." After the great apjilauae 
with w'.iih tho toaat waa received had uub- 
sided, N!.-. liayard arose and said : 

" I thank (iod that I represent America. 
I feel deeply honored for that, l mean that 
the name and tho fame of our country shall 
not at my hands be disparaged."

Pauls, July '.'5.— Tho debate on tho anti- 
anarchiat bill waa resumed in th Chamber of 
Uoputioa to-day. M. Humbert, socialist, 
supported an amendment to the press 
olauae, allowing the publication of the pre- 
liminary points of a trial, aa to whether or 
not tho accuaed were an anarchist. Tho 
amendment waorfjocted by 2-\ to .'iO. An- 
other amendment, which proposed tho 
abolition of imprisonment for illegal publi- 
c iliona and reducing the maximum lino for 
such oll'eiice to 1,00(1 francs, was lejectcil by 
a vote of ,');i4 to 101, and another 
fixing tho maximum fine at 1,500 
franca W9S also rejeotod. Several 
radical members sprikc agaioab the 
bill dv.-elling ci-pecially upon its incoherency 
and ab.iuuiity. The paragraph in article 
tivo inthuting a penalty of Qne and imprison- 
ment for publishing the reports of the 
Bnarchiat trials Who adopted. 

M. Viviani, aecialist, proposed a motion 
that, in cuses «here a prosecutor's sprcch or 
accusatory evidence was ulloived to be pub- 
liflheil, tho pleadings ard evideoco on behalf 
(if the defendant should also bo published. 
The motion w is rijected by ,'l(i(j to l l'J M. 
Sembkt, socialist, eH'cred an amendment 
proposing that anurohista bo permiltod to 
aelect counsel. The motion was rejected 
'2SG to 171. -M. Viviani pr(i]iaseii an 
amendii ent that the inciter of anarchist 
crime, oven though he be condemneil a 
second lime, he rot liable to transportation, 
if the Bevei gor In w suspending t he execution 
of a aentenco is applied to the lirat condem- 
nation. Tho amendment was rejected by 
:iOli to l l'_'. 

Another of M. Vivinni'a amendmentf pre- 
venting the judge d'instruolion who pre- 
pared a c:kFO Irom hearing the aame, was re- 
jooted. M. Viviani also proposed au aiiiend- 
mont to prohibit the application of II igrant 
delit proceedure, inubliog the arrest, trial 
and sentence of a malefactor within 24 
hours. 

M. Guerin, republican, said the demands 
of M. Viviani were a complete revision of 
the oriminal code in favor of the anarohist. 

M. Viviani retorted that the country 
would not ratify the vote of the ohambor in 
rejecting hia amendment, 

M. JaurcB, Union Republican, denounced 
tho oontinuous and systematic rejection of 
amendments. Ho violently assailed tho ma- 
jority, which ho declared woa compoaed of 
incitera to anarchy. The ininiBtcrB, eenat- 
ora and deputiea, he charged, bad trallicked 
in legialation, received bribes ami taken 
part in ecandaloua financial achemeu. He 
minutely dieatcted the political and linan- 
oinl proaperity of France, wlich, ho 
said, were subjected lo social and 
moral inlluoncta that were predisposing 
France to anarchy. Tho chief examples 
which tho up[jer claBsea had i' Horded the 
people were ihoRe of eorru[)tion. The 
Vncinit-r had di lined anarchy aa a Hcornlul 
negation of all aulhority. W'liit, asked, 
were the eni.;ineera ami ahctloru of the Pan- 
ama c mal frauds, the Htoiy of whicli waa 
told in the ruin of the enterprise ami the 
b'lne'; of the men who were left at I'aii- 
aiiia, the victims of that murderoua specula- 
tion \\h;ch had been fa ,'oreil by a majority in 
|i .rli.imi tit. ' Anarchy, ho said, had taken 
root through social and political rotten- 
ness Tho repression of free thouL'hl and 
free epecch would never cure the evil. A 
purer state of society and perfect freedom 
ot utterance wore the best remedies. Since 
thedeutb of Gambetta, M Jaures said the Re- 
publicanH had been abaodoniuK bis attitude 
luid had become passive instruments In the 
hamis of great financiers like the Roths- 
childs and others. M. Jaures taunted 
the members of the government with 
having favored the Panamaists. It 
was not tho fault of the So- 
ciiilists, he said, that tho in(juiry into tho 
scandal and subseiiuenl jirosecution had not 
been fully carrieil nut. Il(!lheii alluded to 
the venalii.y (if the jirean, wiiich, he aaid, 
was deriviiiL; moi.l hy auhhidies from linani-ial 
housoH. 'The ministry was profiting tliereby 
through the cnn«f(|uent iiiii//.ling of tho 
venal prcsa. The country knew this and 
was (lisyuaf eii. Thu iiidepondiuil organs 
could not be silenced by In ibes ao an at tempt 
was being made to silence them through 
this bill. He then acciiseil .M. Honvier of 
having fostered coriuption, but the presi- 
d.'nt, M. liurdeiu, int crventMl ami warned 
.\1 ilauren liiat iieraoiialidea would not be 
permit tod. 

.M. Hijuvier Kfinng to hia feel and ex- 
claimed : "1 have lear of nothing eitlier 
from parliament or the law." 

A aceno of great excilmneiit and uproar 
cr.Bued, and when order waa realored nl. 
DesuhuucI, union r( public m, replied to M. 
Juuree. He bluiiicd the radiuala and aocial- 
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ists for the prevailing moral and social dis- 
order. The chamber had heard Messrs. 
Millearan, Jaurea and GuDsde excuaing and 
thereby fomenting anarchy, ami they had 
seen yeatorday an example of tho iileaa of 
parliamontary propriety entertained by tho 
Bocialiat deputies in rising to their feet and 
applauding unseemly protests emanating 
from tho press gallery. 

Tho president bero intervened ond tho in- 
cident was suppressed, tho president sug- 
gesting that it would bo better that it be 
not mentioned in tho Oliioial Journal. 

Joseph Jourdun, Socialist deputy, ureat- 
ed a new disturbance a few momenta after 
tho dispute between Uoschunel and Jauroe. 
He asked M. Desobanel if be bad not been 
willing to enter the Boavier cabinet. 

M. Kouvler, who had been excited almost 
to frenzy by the allusion to his part in the 
Panama Fcandal, did not give M. Detahanel 
a chance to reply, but roared at Joardans 
" Kemomber who you are I M. Desohanel 
was a politician when you were earning a 
living in any way you could get it." 

M. Jourdan appealed to the President to 
protect him "from audi an unmerited attack 
from ao low a quarter. " 

The President called him to order. 

Flingingup his hands, M. Jourdan repliinl: 
"This call to order, .Mr. Preuident, will 
weigh heavily upon you imo of tho-e dayu." 

.M llouvier followed M. Jourdan in the 
Sjieakor's tribune. He clothed bis defense 
in vehement languai;e often ))'tiiitiog to hie 
accubera as bo Hung oil an excpi ioiially bit 
ter phrase and tlius e.tciling more 
jeira and taunts. M. .Inurilan's reinark'?, 
lie said, had been entirely unparliamentary; 
they had received poiaonuus sl.ander, but he 
would bo shown to be innocent. The great 
Gambetta and Jules Ferry had been accused 
of corruption even aa unjustly as he. (Ap- 
plause from the centre.) He had been a 
loyal and faithful servant of tho republic. 
After reviewing his public life, he again de- 
nied the truth of the accural ions against hia 
huneaiy, and denounced ^M. .lourdan for 
comparing him with Wilson, the notorious 
BOn-in-law of President Greovy. 

M. Jaures moved that Senators and 
Deputies receiving bribes bo regarded as in- 
citera to anarchy and be made punishable 
under the law. Thia motion was rejected 
after a abort debate by a vote of 262 to '-'-''_> 

Immediately after the adjournment the 
lobbies were filled with deputies ditcussing 
Jourdan'a atliaok on Rouvier. M. Jourdan 
was the oentro of a heated group of aooial- 
who held his hands and cheered him, Ron- 
vier'a frienda aurrounded him and kiaaed 
him repeatedly, Tliore waa a brief consul- 
tation, which resulted in Houvier'a sending 
Ills seconds to the socialist deputy. 

M, liurdeau, jiresideiit of the chamber, 
iiiliu veiled f Ilia evening to prevent a duel 
lielwecn .M. Jcmrdan and Minister liouvier. 
He jicrHiiaded M. .Jourdan to withdraw the 
insult which he gave during the debate, and 
undoubtedly Ibis will satisfy M, Uouvier.
